SOPHOMORE     CLASS     HISTORY 

We,  the  class  of  '41,  look  back  on  our  dental  years  with  sophonioric  satisfaction.  As 
freshmen  we  first  entered  these  famed  portals  of  dental  education,  and  our  once  im- 
mature minds  have  so  developed,  and  grown,  that  at  last  we  regard  ourselves  as  erudite 
examples  of  profound,  discerning  and  enlightened  dental  knowledge.

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THE     STUDENT     COUNCIL 

The  Student  Council  of  Atlanta-Southern  Dental  College  was  founded  in  the 
fall  of  1936,  coincident  with  the  drafting  and  adoption  of  a  constitution,  and  the 
establishment  of  an  honor  system  by  the  student  body.
